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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination including 
a differential amplifier coupled to a switched capacitor array in a successive 
approximation register, hereafter SAR, converter, having a common mode driver and a 
capacitor reference circuit. 

U.S. Patent 6,724,248 to Llewellyn discloses a differential amplifier having a SAR 
engine [1 52]. U.S. Patent 6,433,724 to Confalonieri et al shows an analog to digital 
converter, hereafter ADC, having an array of sampling capacitors. U.S. Patent 
5,361 ,037 to Qui provides a differential amplifier [53] and sets of switched capacitors. 
U.S. Patent 5,235,333 to Naylor et al describes an ADC having a SAR [38] and an array 
of bit capacitors. U.S. Patent 4,831 ,381 to Hester discloses a charge redistribution 
ADC comprising SAR control [26] and a binary-weighted capacitor array.
